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This index follows Scott et al. (Ten-year index to the Journal of Wildlife Management, The Wildl. Soc., 
Washington, D.C., 1979), with a few notable exceptions. Full citation of an article is presented only with 
the name of the first author. All text references to terrestrial vertebrates have been indexed. This approach 
should facilitate cross-referencing for individuals working at the species level. Further, the index contains 
topical statements to distinguish those works where a species receives major emphasis within the manu- 
script. Citations of plants, invertebrates, and fishes have not been indexed, unless cited in the abstract of 
a feature article. In contrast to Scott et al. (1979), the Statistical Methodology and Techniques sections 
contain references to works reporting new developments only, and not to the standard application of 
known techniques. Finally, articles reporting advances in telemetric methodologies are incorporated into 


the new, broader topic of remote sensing listed under Techniques.
